Councillor Bakker walked 
out of Monday night’s council 
meeting after .council had 
voted to accept Mayor Fow- 
ler’s recomm endation on the 
appointmants to fill three 
vacancies on the Library 
Board. Councillor Bakker 
objected to the Mayor’s ac- 
tion and CouncillordeBruijn 
pointed out that the council 
had previously requested the 
Mayor to make recommen- 
dations for the positions and 
‘he was doing exactly what he 


had. been directed to do, The 
walk-out occurred just 15 
minutes after the meeting 
opened, 

Council rejected the 
wording ina motion by Coun- 
cillor Bakker on a proposed 
plebiscite on amalgamation, 
One of the questions pro- 
posed in Councillor Bake 
ker’s motion was ‘‘Do you 
favor, in case there is no 
amalgamation with Edmone- 
ton, an amalgamation of the 


two St, Albert school dis- 
tricts?”’ The wording as 
proposed by Councillor Bak- 
ker was supported by Coun- 
cillor Gibbon, because an 
amalgamation would include 
school boards, Councillor 
deBruijn said a request for 
a plebiscite on the school 
question must originate with 
the school authorities - ‘‘We 
are away out in an area in 
which we don’t belong’’ he 
said. 


Board opposes referendum 


on schools 


The trustees of the St, 
Albert Roman Catholic 
school board discussed a 
resolution received from the 
Protestant school board at 
their meeting August 20th, 
The Resolution reads as fol- 
lows: 

“Moved that we invite the 
Official Board of Trustees of

was formally recorded: 
Although the resolution 
passed by St, Albert Prot- 
estant Separate School Dis- 
trict No, 6 requests only an 
opinion, the thought is a 
radical departure from the 
present school administra- 
tions, not only in St, Albert 
but in most of the province

This picture was loaned to us for reproduction by an 
oldtimer of the area, Mr, A, L, Taylor, now of Toronto, 
who was in the Gazette office last Wednesday morning 
while visiting in St, Albert, In the early part of the 
century the Dawson general store building occupied 
almost the entire block from the bridge to the corner 
where St, Albert Pharmacy now stands, In 1907 when 
this picture was taken, Mr, Taylor, then in his late 
teens, was employed by Mr, Dawson, At that time Mr, 
Fleury Perron had a grocery store across the river on 
the opposite side of the street, where Chris’s store is 
now, and the LaBelle meat market was operating across 
from Perrons, This store was a two-storey building for 
part of the block, with furniture on the upper floor and 
continued on as one storey, 


Mr, Taylor who had not for a load of furniture, They 


been back to this district 
since 1928 found both St, 
Albert and the area around 
his old homestead in the 
Sandy Lake area vastly dif- 
ferent, Accompanied by his 
son, he spent a part of his 
vacation visiting in the area 
last week, He recalled an 
incident while working for 
Mr, Dawson when he and 
Hughie Kennedy were sent

used a team and dray from 
Leon Levasseur’s livery 
stable (located where St, 
Albert Garage now stands), 
(Mr, Levasseur was a for- 
mer Mayor here and has a 
daughter still living, Mrs, 
St. Martin, now in Edmon- 
ton), The dray was piled 
high with furniture when the 
team became frightened on 
the raliway bridge by the 
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elevators and took off at 
a dead gallop, Mr, Taylor 
jumped clear and Mr, Kenn- 
edy narrowly escaped injury 
while the team charged right 
through the snow fence and 
kept on going. The two young 
fellows had their work cut 
out for them gathering up 
the load. 

Mr, Taylor also served 
with the volunteer firemen 
during the early years and 
remembers the winter of 
1906-07 when temperatures 
in the 68-72 degrees below 
zero were common, For a 
time he worked at the hard 
coal colleries past the old 
bridge close by St, Albert. 
He remambers a bad acci- 
dent when a steam thresher 
went partly through the 
bridge over the Sturgeon 
and trapped the driver 
underneath it, Despite every 
possible effort there was no 
way to lift the big machine 
and the only help they were 
able to give the unfortunate 
victim was doses of mor- 
phine until he died after 
several days. 

Mr, Taylor advised by 
Mr, Dawson while in his 
employ, to invest in some 
Edmonton property which he 
did. However when he left 
for Eastern Canada he sold 
the property, which was in 
the block later purchased 
for the CPR station! When 
war broke out both Dawson 
and Taylor went overseas 
with the same Edmonton bat- 
allion and Mr, Dawson lost 
his life. Mr, Taylor returned 
and took out a homestead in 
Sandy Lake area where he 
brought his wife and re- 
mained in the district until 
1928 when they sold to make 
their homes in Eastern Can- 
ada, 

While he was here last 
week he stopped at the Mus- 
eum and enjoyed a visit with 
the Fathers and also drove 
around the town where he 
found some of the homes he 
had known, such as the Hitt- 
inger house in Mission Park, 
still standing. He stopped in 
to see Mr, Gene Perron as 
well, We enjoyed meeting 
Mr. Taylor and his son and 
hearing about our town in 
it’s early days.

Five members of the St, 
Albert local of the Alberta 
Teachers Association atten- 
ded the Provincial Executive 
Council in Banff this month, 
the 50th anniversary of the 
founding of the teacher's 
unton, Over 200 delegates 
were registered,

were offered, along with two 
special seminars, One come 
mittee was also engaged in 
long-range planning on Ass- 
ociation services,

sisting of delegates from 73 
of the ATA’s locals was the 
Leadership Coursg The 
course was dasigned to lm- 
prove the local programs {n 
inservice education for the 
membership, and to discuss 
and clarify the role of the 
provincial organization in 
relationship to the 19,000 
members across the pro- 
vince, 

Harold Gunderson, public 
relations consultant and 
controversial member ofthe 
Calgary PublicSchool Board 
addressed the teachers, He 
said that teachers must have 
integrity to {mprove their 
public image, 

Because of new education- 
al trends and the interest of 
the public In their children’s 
schooling It was emphasized 
that all educators have a 
responsibility to inform the 
public and to enlist their 
support of education pro- 
grams, The public has the 
right to ask questions about 
the new math, school con- 
struction, costs, sex educa- 
tion programs, carpets in 
classrooms and so on, The 
local communications offi- 
cer tn ATA locals can play 
a significant role, and the 
ATA was presented a chall- 
enge to improve communi- 
cation between teachers and 
the public, 

The teacher welfare 
course gave local delegates 
a look at the Alberta econ- 
omy, and discussed the tech- 
niques of collective bargain- 
ing by which teachers set 
their living and working con- 
ditions,

WORK WITH BLIND 


Among the major activi- 
ties carried on by the Lions 
Club ts Its sight conserva- 
tion and work with the blind, 
At the 1925 International 
Conference, the renowned 
Miss Helen Keller, known as 
the ‘‘Angel of the Blind’ 
appealed to the delegates for 
greater Lions’ participation 
in sight conservation and 
service to the blind, Moved 
by her address, the conven- 
tion adopted a resolution 
making work with the blind 
a major activity of Lions 
International, In 1967 this 
resulted in the International 
Board of Directors issuing 
the following statement:-- 
‘Before any individual, club 
district or state organiza- 


tion enters into sight con- 
servation and blind work 
activities, it is vitally im- 
portant that a careful study 
of existing facilities be made 
This study is very necessary 
to avoid duplication and 
sometimes reduplication of 
programs and services al- 
ready in operation to handle 
sight conservation and blind 
work programs, Lions Clubs 
can be of great help by be- 
coming familiar with exist- 
ing services so that they may 
be acquainted with proper 
resources to ald sight con- 
servation and blind work,’’

service clubs to let us know 
what is going on in the field
